resident Luebke, Dr. Winters, Offi- 
cers, Members and Guests: 

“It has been a privilege to have served 
the Chicago Dental Society as its Presi- 
dent for the past year,—a culmination 
of five years of service as an officer of our 
Society. 

“A year ago I made a pledge to work 
to the best of my ability to keep our So- 
ciety the great organization my predeces- 
sors have made it. I hope that the record 
of my administration will justify my 


pledge. 

“My term in office began in a some- 
what discouraging and disturbing man- 
ner,.with the dental profession in Illinois 
faced with House Bill #1118 (Public 
Denturist Bill). This was introduced in 
the State Legislature late in May, 1955. 
The defeat of this dangerous legislation 
to public health is now history, but it was 
not without a great deal of effort on the 
part of the officers and members of the 
Chicago Dental Society that this was 
accomplished. I am very proud of what 
an aroused membership did in this emer- 
gency. In order to be better prepared to 
fight any future undesirable dental 
health legislation that might be intro- 
duced in the 1957 legislature, a new com- 
mittee, called the Legislative Relations 
Committee, has been appointed by both 
the Illinois State Dental Society and the 
Chicago Dental Society. Dr. S. Richard 
Kleiman heads the Chicago group, and 
he and his committee are now hard at 
work preparing for any eventualities that 
may occur. 

“It was very fortunate for me that so 
many members were willing to accept 
committee appointments of much respon- 
sibility, and it is very gratifying to me 
that they have done their work so well. I 
would very much like to mention some of 
these men.

“Our monthly meetings have been es- 
pecially well attended due to the excellent 
programs presented by the Program 
Committee under the chairmanship of 
Dr. Jack Opdahl. He and his committee 
are to be congratulated on a job well 
done. 

“The Committee on Dental Health 
Education, under the guidance of Dr. 
Malcolm Brooks, Chairman, and Mr. 
Edgar Stephens, Program Director, has 
made definite strides forward. Since Octo- 
ber, 1950, when the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety first officially recommended that 
consideration be given to the fluoridation 
of Chicago’s water supply, this committee 
has continuously participated in a city- 
wide program of educating the public

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GENTLEMEN, LET US GIVE 


A recent bleat assailing the attention of a Society officer asserted that mailings 
from various community activities to members of the Society were unnecessary. 
The contention was that “if they’re worthwhile the boys know all about it 
anyway and you can count on them to kick in.” The Society has always main- 
tained that, as a citizen of Chicago, it was not amiss in placing its facilities 
for reaching the profession at the disposal of a few, well-qualified activities 
necessary to the well-being of the community and directly dependent upon the 
contributions of that community for existence. The Society would certainly 
have no desire to add to the amount of mail its members would have to open 
and read but somehow we get the impression that a certain percentage of “the 
boys” don’t regard their mail as a matter of any very immediate concern. If 
reminders of things worthwhile aren’t necessary, all well and good and a lot 
of stamps could be saved but take a case in point: 

Along in April the American Cancer Society approached our members for 
contributions. On the 8th of May the five groups of people making up one 
“block” in the Cancer Society’s campaign held a report meeting to. evaluate 
their progress to date. The resulting tabulation showed that Chicago dentists 
had sent in a total of 455 dollars. This is roughly 50 per cent of what we sent 
in for the whole drive last year, 902 dollars. The physicians are not doing that 
well—their 553 dollars to date represents only 17 per cent of what they con- 
tributed last year, 3183 dollars. 

The other three professional groups in our “block” are the accountants, the 
lawyers and the management consultants. Compared numerically to the healing 
professions they are much less strong. The cancer campaign is directed at 6000 
physicians and 3500 dentists. Its appeal goes to 167 accountants, 957 lawyers 
and 21 management consultants. However, the management consultants be- 
tween them have already contributed 825 dollars this year or 163 per cent of 
what they did last year; the 167 accountants have sent in 1,716 dollars or 60 
per cent of what they did last year and the attorneys have contributed 7,111 
dollars or 112 per cent of last year’s total. 

So we would conclude that some reminder to the profession is not in the 
least out of order. Thus those who would consider the cancer drive “worthwhile” 
would not overlook making their contribution. (Guest Editorial)
